These Exchange sales consisted of 


318 cars of oranges, 219 cars of 
lemons and 11 cars of grapefruit, and 
are the largest single; day's sales ever 
made. Loose fruit sales in Los An- 
geles and citrus communities and 
export sales are not included in 
these figures. 


The Exchange reports total sales 


for last week of 1123 cars of oranges 
and 700 cars of lemons. The average 
price on all sizes and grades of Ex- 
change oranges and lemons for the 
week 
represented 
a 
satisfactory 


margin to the producer.

liant year on the track and field Wednesday at Cincinnati, when 
he captured the national A. A. U. decathlon title in competition 
with the nation's finest all-round stars, 


Clark totaled 7955.05 points—less than 500 short of Jim 


Bausch's world record of 8462.23, made in the 1932 Olympic 
games at Los Angeles. 


Bob bettered five of the ten marks 


recorded by Bausch in winning the 
championship, and won three of the 
ten events—the 100-meter in 10.4s.; 
the running broad jump at 24.583 ft.; 
and the 400-meter in 51.6s. 


Clark ran a sensational race in the 


1500-meter run, the watches catching 
him at 4m. 59.6s. Proof of the bril- 
liancy of this mark can be seen by 
comparing it with the time of 5m. 
17s. credited to Bausch. 


The local ace performed remark- 


ably in other events, including the 
high jump, 110-meter hurdles and 
javelin throw. He leaped 5 ft. 
lOVz in. in the high jump, was 
clocked at 15.3s. for the hurdles, 
and tossed the javelin 173 ft. 9]/i 
in. Bob lost his chance to break 
the world record for the ten events 
by weak marks in the shot-put

custom, that forbade any shooting 
whatsoever until midnight of the 
Fourth, as the church and school 
bells began to ring.

They saved their shooting for the 
Great Day. Perhaps, along toward 
noon, at the picnic in the pine grove, 
where the clams lay baking with an 
intriguing odor, some older man 
might loosen up and buy firecrack- 
ers for the kids, making himself a 
temporary hero, with a sizable army 
at his heels. 


But the thrilling time of the an- 


nual celebration was always that 
mysterious hour of midnight, when 
all New England seemingly awaited 
the summons. Every year the dea-

this day can be found on some store 
shelves in more remote parts of 
civilization.

In the midst of the speech, how-

Afterwards 
the brave bunting would droop and 
the colors would run down the 
trunks of the trees and stain the new 
lumber of the speaker's stand. 


Although nearly every town had 


a fire on the Fourth of July as a 
result of smouldering firecrackers, 
no one ever dared to suggest that 
fireworks be forbidden. I don't know 
what the situation is back there now, 
but undoubtedly New England will 
be about the last to give up entirely 
the American patriot's privilege of 
making as much pandemonium as 
possible on Independence day. 


BRAVE' OLD ARMS 


No doubt the old made-over flint- 


locks, and the Civil war percussion 
cap rifles that had been bored out 
to make shot-guns have disappeared 
by now, except in museums or in 
some cherished glass case as family 
heirlooms. But it wasn't so long ago 
that they made an appearance once 
a year, in the black night, as twelve 
of the clock turned to the Fourth oi 
July. The Spirit of '76 was abroad 
again. 


Fourth of July is losing virtually 


all of its significance, and it is prob- 
able there is scarcely one boy in a 
hundred who knows why it is that 
fireworks and noise-preducing

anyone to enter the church on the 
Fourth of July, and each year, while 
the deacons were uneasily sleeping, 
the bells would ring out, and if any 
caretaker objected he was lost in a 
wild rabble of patriots charging 
around in the darkness, shooting off 
ancient muskets and old one-pound- 
er cannon that had been hauled for 
the time being from the back part of 
a haymow or blacksmith shop. 


MIDNIGHT DIN 


As I remember it as a small bey, 


the din was deafening, and filled us 
all with an ecstacy that may have 
been patriotism, and perhaps was 
just a love of noise and excitement. 
In the New England country dis- 
tricts, it was indeed a sight and 
scene to remember, as from the dark 
lanes and country roads, man-grown 
farmers, hired hands and country 
store-keepers rushed to the call of 
the church bells, firing their old 
muskets, and stopping to reload in 
the pitchy blackness, even as their 
grandfathers rushed out into the 
country lanes in answer to the night 
call of Paul Revere thru Lexington 
and Concord. 
"By the rude bridge that arched 


the flood, 


Their flag to freedom's breeze 


unfurled; 


Here the embattled farmers stood 


And fired the shot heard 'round 


the world. 


It quite often happened that some- 


one loaded an old cannon with 
coarse gunpowder, ramming home 
the charge with green grass, and the 
cannon rose up bodily and went 
thru somebody's front door, or, as 
in one instance, thru the window of 
the church. At times some highly- 
patriotic hired man who had been 
fortified with plenty of apple cider, 
loaded his gun with two charges, 
one on top of the other, and as a 
consequence was laid out in the road 
by the kick. 


In Boston one Fourth of July night 


at the height of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war fever, I rode thru the pour- 
ing rain with two hundred mem- 
bers of the Shoe City Wheelmen, on 
our way back from the bicycle races 
at Charles River track, and we ran 
the gauntlet for miles thru the 
streets where giant firecrackers were 
being thrown from the upper win- 
dows, bursting over our heads. To 
this day, whenever I hear the Star- 
Spangled Banner I think of that 
wild, wet ride in Boston, with "the 
rockets' red glare and bombs burst- 
ing in air." 


IN THE GROVE 


Baked clams, baked beans, sweet 


potatoes and green awe^t corn wer 
buried in the ground in hot rocks in 
every picnic ground all over New 
England on Fourth of July, and by 
nightfall

For Public Works— 


The Public Works Administration has de- 


finitely allocated $3,550,500 this week to be 
used to a large extent in constructing and re- 
constructing public schools. There was a time 
in California when this would have been s. 
huge amount of money, but today it is only 
one of the methods by which the federal gov- 
ernment is attempting to beat the depression. 


The expenditure of this money, and other 


funds being assigned for California, can have 
but one effect, so far as money in circulation 
is concerned. It will make business better, 
just as it has increased buying power in many 
portions of the midwest and east. 


The orange and lemon shipping organiza- 


tions report that citrus fruit sells best in those 
areas where federal projects are being financ- 
ed. To this extent the New Deal is pouring 
new lifeblood into the general business 
stream. Whether it is "priming the pump," 
as the administration hopes, is another matter. 
Certainly these huge sums should make a dif- 
ference in our business volume in the long 
run. 


One thing is being learned over again in 


these public projects, which is that 2000 men 
at work on a job will distribute money faster 
to the general trade than ten machines doing 
the same work. Until we learn to distribute 
the products of the machines it might be well 
to backtrack and put men at work and quit 
the machine age, at least in part, for awhile. 


Times Beginning to Improve 
for the Citrus Grower— 


Reports from all citrus packinghouses in 


the upper San Gabriel valley are strongly 
optimistic because of the general spread of 
profitable return on Valencia oranges. It is 
a fact, also, that the navel season of the past 
winter was by no means disastrous. Thruout 
the valley there was a return that gave most 
growers around seventy-five cents a box on 
the trees, which price has a profit in it. 


While the Valencia crop is not large, nearly 


every rancher has a good amount to market, 
and the buyers in the east are being fed the 
crop carefully in an endeavor not to glut the 
market. Many growers will get close to two 
dollars net for valencias this year. 


If these prices hold, or are approximated, 


the valley will enter on something like pros- 
perity again. It only takes a year of good 
prices to make a distinct difference in the 
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City council of Los Angeles declares that 


economy is the cause of the streets getting dirtier 
and dirtier each year. Covina city council re- 
cently made the same explanation. It should not 
be necessary to point out that this is dangerous 
economy. It may result in thousands, perhaps 
millions, spent in a desperate attempt to sup- 
press epidemics.

Going Into Insurance— 


Life insurance statistics seem to point to a 


better condition in the country. Premiums 
are being paid at the rate of ten million dol- 
lars a day, or nearly a half a million ahead 
of a year ago. 


Where business conditions make it inadvis- 


able to invest in capital industries it is not 
strange that life insurance figures will go 
upward. More people are saving than are 
investing. 


More than half of the population of the 


United States carries life insurance in some 
form. Approximately seventy millions are 
insured, while there are only about ten mil- 
lion individual stockholders and eight mil- 
lions owning bonds. Sixty-five per cent of 
the new funds of the life insurance companies 
aie being invested in government obligations. 
This can't be said to be a healthy condition 
for the country in general, but it speaks well 
for the solid faith in Uncle Sam. 


Adam Smith, old-time economist, remarked 


that as long as a government was able to mar- 
ket its securities there was a good chance for 
private investment to recover. 


The country is made cheerful by President 


Roosevelt's cheerfulness as he embarks on a 13,- 
000-mile journey to visit our island possessions 
and protectorates. There is a general feeling that 
the president knows something that makes him 
exceptionally cheerful. If he could make us all 
believe this it would bring back confidence and 
things would begin to hum again.

always several reasons advanced, none of 
which are real, but are played up io camou- 
flage ihu riiiil situation. Most of '-he ro^nn.s 
for war and unrest attempt to hide a basic 
fact. In this case Germany is in an impossible 
condition as to I'.mmees. 


The European nations were hied white in 


the world-war. They burned and destroyer.! 
and wasted incredible amounts of valuable 
material in conducting that war. Then, an im- 
possible burden was placed on the vanquished 
nations, and financial chaos has been the re- 
sult, not only for the vanquished, but for the 
sad and sorry victors. Modern wars are never 
won by any nation. Everybody loses. 


4 Stirring on the Thames— 


The financial condition of the British Em- 


pire has a powerful affect on the rest of the 
world. Some of the first optimism for several 
years in the capital industries brackets is 
shown this month all over the world because 
of the fact that Great Britain has greatly 
strengthened its financial position. 


United States is the creditor nation, with 


more of the world's gold than is good for her. 
It would seem that this country would lead 
the world in a recovery coup, but there are 
indications that it is to originate in that same 
area where it has emerged before—in the 
little old Bank of England. All the principal 
industrial shares are curving upward in that 
country, and the rest of the world begins to 
sit up and attempt to find a reason. 


Some of the great minds of the world will 


interpret this movement, but not until it has 
set in with an unmistakable swing. Theirs 
will be a post mortem view, rather than a 
diagnosis in advance. But we have an humble 
opinion that Great Britain's swing upward is 
starting because of the unquenchable spirit 
of optimism that actuates that nation. She 
has never lost confidence, not even in the 
darkest days. And it is probably confidence, 
and nothing else, that the world needs. We 
need confidence that there are still many able, 
conscientious, honest men and women in the 
world who will do business capably and con- 
servatively. 


The United States received a blow to con- 


fidence in the stock crash that was all out of 
proportion in its damaging results. And so 
far, for nearly five years, we can't seem to 
get up courage to trust anybody. We should 
trust more than we do no%v, and not as much 
as we did in 1929. 


There arc signs in the British nation that 


she is getting ready to swing out with a con- 
fident stride, and if this continues, as during 
the last several months, the rest of the world 
will follow.

They are punished 
if they protest. Under the czars the 
newspapers of Russa enjoyed greater 
liberty of expression than those of 
almost any other continental nation. 
Now the press is muzzled and the 
people have no voice.

The whole idea back of most plans

T F half the fun of making a garden 
* is -watching it grow, then cer- 
tainly the other half is showing it 
off after it is fully grown and in 
bloom. 


But you must have light to enter 


into either of these methods of en- 
joying the garden, and since the 
hours of daylight are all too short 
for the gardener who spends his 
days in an office <ft shop, the new art 
of garden lighting has developed. 


Light Sources Concealed 


Light for the garden does not aim 


to paint the lily or gild the rose. 
Rather, it aims to show them after 
dark in their true colors, for all to 
enjoy. As for the lighting itself, if 
it is cofrectly done, it will pass al- 
most unnoticed, for the first rule in 
garden illumination is that all light 
sources in the garden ahculd be con- 
cealed. 


In most gardens it IB not difficult 


to follow this rule. Small handy 
floodlights can be concealed in a 
tree-crotch or under the eavea of 


the garage. Compact little reflectors 
may be discreetly hidden under a 
shrub or bush and trained on some 
center of interest in the garden, 
such as a beautiful tree or planting, 
flower-bed, arbor, pool or bird bath. 


Indeed, many practical and inex- 


pensive lighting units hide them- 
selves. For the pool there is a lily 
pad of aluminum so artfully de- 
signed that it resembles one of Na- 
ture's own as it floats on the surface 
of the pool. Clipped beneath its 
metal skirts is a lamp bulb of the 
regular household variety in a wa- 
ter-tight socket, which will provide 
million-dollar underwater lighting 
effects in a pool from six to ten feet 
in diameter. For the rock garden, or 
to illuminate garden steps and 
paths, there is a real rock, open at 
the back, permitting the lamp in- 
side to brighten the corner where 
it' is placed. 


To light flower beds and borders, 


a set of seven small shields has been 
designed, for use with the Christ- 
mas tree string of lights These 
shields are mounted on spikes, and 
may be inserted along borders or 


in flower beds, to preserve them to 
view after dark. 


Use Clear, Not Colored Lights 


In this connection, it is well to 


mention that white or clear lamp 
bulbs should be substituted for the 
colored bulbs found in the Christ- 
mas tree string. Colored light does 
strange things to objects seen under 
it, while clear or white light reveals 
them in their true colors. Hence, 
clear or inside-frosted lamp bulbs' 
—often the regular household types 
—are recommended for use with all 
garden lighting equipment. 


Each of the units mentioned will 


keep some beauty spot from sink- 
ing into oblivion with the coming 
of darkness. The practical gardener 
will be glad to know too that each 
comes complete with a waterproof 
socket and several feet of heavy wa- 
terproof cord—all ready to make 
good its promise of a night picture 
of the garden that may be different 
but will certainly be quite as beau- 
tiful as the daytime picture ^it 
presents.

GLORY OF WAR 


Well, I have often thought that 


military parades, which thrill us all, 
would have a different effect if only 
the crippled and the blind and the 
bed-strapped could be led along the 
streets. Those who wanted could 
point to what the glorious war had 
done to the once blithe and gay. It 
is these youth we must bear in mind 
—these non-voters of the next four 
or five years—if we are given that 
long in which to think. It was Ham- 
ilton Fish who wished to propose a 
measure that, except for defense, the 
United States should enter a war 
only after approval by the voters in 
a national referendum. 


At that, I believe a vote taken 


then would be too late. 


Once a war is near there are no 


real facts available. Every cable be- 
comes a carrier of falsehood, every 
wind a breeder of lies. The only 
time a rational being can determine 
his stand on war is now. But just 
now in this country people are say- 
ing, "If we can only have a navy 
and army big enough, we can be 
secure." I believe we are falsely 
lured into this position. To me it is 
not realistic. Winston Churchill said 
the other day over the radio, "The 
thing to do is to make Great Britain 
the strongest nation in the world— 
then wf nfprl fpnr no on*?."

NEW IDEA OF PATRIOTISM 
The students are learning that pat- 


riotism isn't believing that we, in 
the United States, have all the vir- 
tues and the rest are only a pack 
of foreigners. When we single out 
the birthdays of two great Ameri- 
cans and leave out the rest of the 
world's great, we give the young a 
false sense of values. Not every 
thing in the world worthwhile was 
done by Americans. We can make 
children into almost anything we 
want, you know. History can be 
largely the story of great men and 
women. 


Likewise, it is necessary that the 


young should be brought up to think 
a life of peace is not a dull thing. 
The great war received an astonish- 
ing welcome. Life often seems full 
of "naggers" to the youth of eigh- 
teen. War presents a possible es- 
cape. They still think of war as a 
sort of knight-in-armor parade. Yet 
in what age, when stratospheres and 
poles and "listening eyes" and "see- 
ing ears" are being discovered every 
day—in what age was the chance to 
live in peace ever more wonderful 
for the young?

Gladiolus Thrips 


Prevalent in 


Local Gardens 


Gladiolus thrips have become a 


distinct menace to many varieties of 
the best flowering plants in the val- 
ley, Robert N. Hutchison, agricul- 
tural inspector in the Covina district, 
said yesterday. 


A bulletin from G. R. Gorton, 


deputy agricultural 
commissioner, 


has been issued, showing the method 
to combat his pest, which has come 
to be far more prevalent this year 
than in any past years. The "host" 
plants, upon which the pests feed, 
are enumerated to the extent of al- 
most every flowering plant indigen- 
ous to this climate, and the injury 
consists of "silvering" or bleaching 
of the foliage, and bleaching of the 
flower and drying out of the edges 
of the petals while itill in the un- 
folded bud. When injured they do 
not unfold into perfect blooms. The 
red or purple varieties show the in- 
jury more than the white or pale- 
colored ones. 


These thrips are extremely small, 


slender and active insects. The color 
of the adult is black, with cream- 
colored bases of the wings. The lar- 
vae are lemon-yellow to orange, and 
are found in the leaf-sheath or in- 
side of open flowers. 


The treatment must in reality wait 


until the bulbs are gathered, using 
napthalene flakes, one ounce to each 
one hundred medium-sized corms hi 
a paper bag or similar container 
for three weeks at 60 degrees F., 
which will kill at all stages. There 
are several other treatments that are 
being recommended by the depart- 
ment.
